Sugar. Effective Sept. 9th the price of Sugar to the wholesaler and re­ 
tailer ad v an ced l t t c per pound. However, all sugar purchased 
on 
the 
previous level of prices should be gojd on the basis of its cost and not 
av er ag ed w ith any s u g a r pu rc hased on the ne w basis. Stocks of old sugar 
should be cleaned up before sales a re m ad e a t new price. In this way the 
tr an s iti on from the old to^ the new price for the consumer will bo ac­ 
complished in a sh or t tim e as present stocks of sugar are not heavy. 
If a v e r a g in g were p e r m itte d th er e coujd be no stabilization of prices for 
several months. T h e above is not an a b r o g at io n of the general averaging 
rule bu t applies only to s u g a r on this advance. 
I n this weeks bulletin th e old price on s u g a r is quoted.
